1 olied with this vitamin. Pineapples. 
apples, bananas, raspberries and 

strawberries, string beans, carrots, 
turnips, beans, peas, potatoes and 

radishes give us almost as liberal a 

contribution. Because sometimes the 

vitamin © content is injured during 

cooking, it is fortunate that most of 

these foods are delectable in their 

raw state. Both tomatoes and pine- 

apples, however, because of their nat- 

ural acids, keep their full content 

This enables us to 
use these canned products with full 
confidence in their vitamin C supply. 
When thie vitamin Is very low or 
absent, as has been the case in war 
times or on long voyages away from 
the source of the fresh food supply, 
the disease known as scurvy may af- 
flict the community or the crew. Old 
records show that limes, lemons and 
potatoes were known as scurvy pre- 
ventives and cures generatiens before 
the existence of vitamin C was rec- 
wend: While acute scurvy is sel- 


dom or never seen in this country, a 
condition of sub-scurvy, which re- 
tards the growth and the formation 
of good teeth has been found in cases 
of undernourished children. The 
Symptoms are loss of appetite, sore 
mouth and tenderness of the joints. 
Some of the “growing pains” which 
were supposed to have been a nat 
ural affliction of childhood may have 
been caused by a chronic case of 
mild scurvy. — 

Plenty of fruits for breakfast, the 
use of vegetables and fruits liberal- 
ly at the other meals in the form of 
salads and desserts, will provide us 
pleasantly with the essential vita- 
min C. K x

Any Unnecessary Noise 

Noise is no longer regarded as a 
necessary evil and business execu- 
tives are awakening to the fact that 
unnecessary noises impair the effi- 

clency of workers, says Harold Ber- 
| lin, New York acoustical expert, ad- 
ding: 

“Noise is the true murderer of 
thought and it has been proved. that 
loud noises generally are harmful to 
the sense of hearing, impair the di- 
gestive system, tn.rease blood pres- 
sure and respiration.” 

Noise is measured by an acousti- 
meter which registers indecibels, a 
decibel being the slightest change in 
volume of sound which the human 
ear can distinguish. The human ear 
cannot stand, so science figures, a 
noise that registers more than 120 
decibels. 

In one experiment Berlin picks up 
the noise of a buzzer with an ampli- 
fler. It registers around 60 decibels. 
He takes a large tube, which is lined 
with thick rock wool felt, passes ‘it 
over the amplifier and the. noise of 
the buzzer is barely audible.

MORE INTEREST 
IN SCRIPTURES 


Significance in Report Made 
by Bible Society. 


The circulation of the Bible by 
the Massachusetts Bible society was 
slightly smaller last year than in 
1988. Yet the fact does not justify 
what might seem to be the obvious 
inference, for the biggest year in 
the history of the society was 
1982. The most striking statistical 
comparison va that, whereas in 
the first century ef its existence the 
society. distributed 2,500,000 Bibles 
and parts, in the quarter of the sec- 
ond century now just completed the 
distribution exceeded 7, 500, 000, a 
rate that if maintained would reach 
30,000,000 copies & year. 

The society probably is right in 
attributing the recent. small reces- 
sion to economi¢ conditions. This 


situation works both ways, however. 
Had it not been for the depression 
‘the tétal distribution would have 
been smaller still. 


For the first time in fifteen years 
a revival of interest in the Bible has 
taken place among the rank and file 
of the people of our cities. Many 
isolated communities in the western 
counties still welcome the, call of 
the colporteur, although modern con- 
ditions. make his work seem less im- 
portant than once it was. In these 
unchurched neighborhoods distribu- 
tion continues high. There is a heavy 
demand also among certain classes 
of “new Americans” who come from 
lands where the Bible does not cir- 
culate. Several sects which empha- 
size a mechanical literalism of in- 
terpretation use many copies. All 
these. things are usual, except the 
renewal of interest in the Scriptures 
in the centers of population. 


It may seem paradoxical, but the 
Bible is believed to be used more 
nowadays in the leading churches. 
Ministers are speaking more on 
Bible themes and less on social and 
“timely” topics. There is ground for 
the opinion that, under the strain of 
the depression, the people are rec- 
ognizing more frankly their spiritual 
needs, and the pulpit is quick to re- 
spond to this attitude. 


As might be expected, the King 
James version is far and away the 
best seller of all the Bibles, The 
society now circulates 220 versions, 
52 of which cover the whoie Bible, 
and in many languages. But the 
standard, in spite of all attempts at 
modernization and greater accuracy 
of rendering, continues to be the 
version of 1611. 


Its phrases have been woven into 
the whole texture of English litera- 
ture. Many of its passages are of 
the highest poetic beauty. It pleases 
the ear as none of the others ever 
has done. Revisions are used for 
reference and study, but the “Bible 
of our grandfathers” has the right 
of way.—Boston Herald.
